Dear Sir:— 

I read in the “Daily” a few days 
ago a short agticle on Ibsén which is, 
I think, worthy of notice, since the 
writer, it {s obvious, has elther never 
read any of Ibsen's plays, or is en- 
tirely unacquainted with the modern 
drama, for to one who has read both 
the influence of the Swedish author is 
evident. But this critic bases his 
disbelief in the ascendancey of the 
great Norse playwrjght on the fact 
that his plays are seldom, if ever, 
produced in this country, 

I would like to know how frequent- 
ly be has seen any of Shakespeare's 
works staged here, Not more often 
I should guess than once a year; yet 
how much greater is the Influence of 
Shakespeare than that of Ibsen. 
Moreover, the former wrote in Eng- 
lish, whereas only translations of the 
latter's dramas would be intelligible 
to the greater part of a Canadian au- 
dience. Added to this is the fact that 
Shakespeare (regarding his writings 
from a purely dramatic point of view) 
is without a par, while Ibsen, like 
most of the modern playwrights, is 
more essentially a “literateur” than 
a dramatist.
